VANCOUVER, June 8—Criticism 
of the Canadian Government for 
the airing of Canadian National 
Railways affairs is not justified, 
Hon, R. J.. Manion, Federal Min- 
ister of Railways, told the Trans- 
portation and Customs Bureau of 
the Board of Trade yesterday. 
‘“The reason we talk about the 
Canadian National is that we are 
responsible for it," he declared. 
“That is why as Minister of Rail- 
ways, I am telling you the truth 
about the Canadian National. As 
Jong as Iam minister I will con- 
tinue to tell it.” 

Dr. Manion said Canada paid, 
in interest and other guarantees, 
some $102,000,000 for the Canadian 
National last year. 

“The Canadian National has be- 
come the biggest problem in Can- 
ada today and fs, in a sense, Can- 
ada’s second national debt,” he said.

MORE ABOUT COPY 


In our further discussion on copy, let us consider in more detail, 
the separate parts of an advertisement. The heading must compel 
interest, immediately attracting the reader's attention, and making 
him desirous of reading the balance of your advertisement. 

A headline of a few words properly selected is more efficient than 
a long one. The head Is usually set in larger type than the text. 

Type sizes used vary with the number of columns, the depth of 
m&vertisement. amount of text, and the Jength of the message. Type 
faces express certain characteristics, and if you study these faces you 
can pick a type which will suit your own particular business. Use this 
type for all your advertisements so that your advertisements will have \ 
@ continuity of style. 

"To show samples of all the sizes would take too much room, but 
you cah obtain proofs of the sizes from the advertising department of 
the Ontario Intelligencer. 

In writing headings consider that: , 

A short headline delivers a fast message. Lines of the 
head pressed closely together make a message 
hard to read like condensed type. 

Use white space above, below and at the sides of the t 
head. Do not separate the lines of the head by 4 
white space out of proportion to the space be- 
tween the headline and the text. 

Keep the thought of the headline in itself. A better head 
is obtained by using capitals and lower case 
rather than all capitals. Pick your type to fit

If Ontario is a good Indicator 
for the rest of the Dominion, mo- 
tor transportation: is being it to 
Greater use than ever. Despite the 
decrease of 8 per cent. in registra- 
tion of motor vehicles in Ontario 
this year, the consumption of gaso- 
line is higher by six million gallons, 
or six per cent., for the six months 
ending April 30, than it was in the 
corresponding period a year ago. 
Consumption totalled 104 million 
gallons, while, in the preceding 
year, it was 96 millions. The 
figure is quoted by authorities as 
proof of the increased use of the 
highways and the claim that mo- 
tor vehicles are being worn out a 
an increasing rate. This situation 
will inevitably have a beneficial ef- 
fect on sales figures in the near fu- 
ture, observers predict.

Recently we paid a visit to Hampton Court which is about half an 
hour's bus ride up the Thameg from London. The palace was begun by 
Wolesley in the reign of He VIII and added to by Willlam IIT and 
Mary, all of whom lived there as well as George I and II. It is built of 
red brick in the form of a square with a large open court and fountain in 
the centre. There are no towers whatever. It is purely a palace, not a 
fort. To one side are the private low walled gardens of Henry VIII still 
very fine, Besides these there are many flower beds and trees and lawns 
covering fifty-five acres and beyond that a park of six hundred acres 
containing a herd of red deer. All the grounds are fenced in by high 
stone walls or iron grating. There are large fountains and streams of 
water in which may be seen fish, swans, wild geese and ducks. 

I saw a few roses in bloom here for the first this spring. The 
flowers like at Kew Gardens were wonderful and beyond description. 
There were many beds of very large single tulips,forget-me-nota.and other 
flowers well known to me but there were just as many others — ¢x- 
quisitely beautiful too — that I never seen before. There are many holly 
trees here about the size of our hawthorns, perhaps more“bushy and 
lower. 

History tells us that Cardinal Wolsely displeased Henry VIII concern. 
ing his divorce from his first wife and as a result took his property and 
condemned him to death. You would feel-sorry for a man who chose a 
site and location with such perfect judgment. The Thames, here very 
swift, fows along one side of the estate. The trees and grounds, evcry- 
thing, in fact, is wonderfully planned and built.

“American engineers have perfected 
the original French rubber-tired.rail-car to 
the point where it meets American stan- 
dards of safety, and merits the consider- 
able interest shown by American railroad- 
ers anxious.to regain branch-line traffic. 

“The car is constructed almost entire- 
ly from high-tensile strength stainless steel 
about the thickness of a playing-card. It 
is rolled into special shapes and joined by 
electric welding. The frame of the car- 
truck can be carried by one man. The main 
supporting beams for the standard forty- 
passenger car, while 23 inches wide, weigh 
only 120 pounds. Even floor and roof are 
of stainless steel, cheaper here than ply- 
wood. 

“The lightest available standard two- 
passenger car-sets weigh 85 pounds. The 
new type weighs 35 pounds. The entire 
forty-passenger _ car, including gasoline 
motor,)weighs only 13,500 pounds, or less 
than 340 peunds per passenger, compared 
with over 1,000 pounds per passenger for 
standard railway-cars, and approximately 
5,000 pounds for Pullmans. 

Operating cost including crew would 
average 15 to 25 cents per mile compared 
with 75 cents to $1.25 for regular branch- 
line operation, Thus at no extra cost rail- 
roads can restore frequent service on 
branch-lines, may establish. low excursion 
rates to lure back passenger traffic.

If it is impossible to reach an 
agreement with all» the Dominions 
together, then thé’ United Kingdom 
should énter: into agreements with 
those Dominions xhich are. willing 
to be parties Teto, the report 
continues. 

Empire Trade Assembly 

The establishment of an Empire 
Trade Assembly to meet at regular 
intervals to discuss questions affect- 
ing the trade of the Empire Trade 
Information Bureau. (The latter 
plan is ddvocated by the British 
government). In addition there 
should be regular joint meetings of 
the tariff boards of the Empire, the 
report said.

Canada’s Business to Gt. 
Britain in May ‘is 
- Doubled ~ 


OTTAWA, June 23.— There was 
@ most encouraging increase in the 
export of bacon and ham to Great 
Britain in May, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics says in a re- 
port issued yesterday. The quantity 
was 3,855,500 pounds valued.at 336,- 
597,compared with 1,315,400 at 
$124,102 in April and 612,400 at 
$95,761 in May, 1931. 

The total export of Canadian 
bacon and ham in May was 4,431,- 
200 pounds at $452,304, in April 1,- 
848,600 2t-$199,191 and 768,200 at 
$143,671 in May 1931. 

Fresh pork in May also made a 
large advance in export to Great 
Britain the amount being 271,200 
pounds, valued at $26,072 a8 com- 

with 85,000 at $6,713 in April 
and 27,000 at $2,965 in May 1931. 

‘The total fresh pork exported in 
May was 439,200 pounds at $65,589 
as compared with 222,290 at $21,-

+ When she saw what was hap- 
pening and realizing her friends 
were fighting a losing battle, Miss 
Duncan dashed into Oatt’s dancing 
pavilion and called the Toronto 
Iifesaving station, Lifesavers un- 
der Superintendent Hilliard Lang 
raced to the scene in 2 spetd boat 
and after a long search, during 
which they had to return to shore 
once for better directions, recover- 
ed the capsized canoe about four 
and a half miles off New Toronto. 

A few friends and relatives kept 
a patient watch on the shore until 
early this morning. There were no 
manifestations of hope: none tried 
to convince himself or herself there 
was a chance; all knew the girls 
were gone. Stull they waited. 
They waited, seldom speaking, but 
mental suffering was apparent.

One of the most surprising state- 
rents ever made is that of the Hom. H. H. 
Stevens, that more men of seventy are 
earning wages than men of twenty. This 
‘s surprising because it is the opposite. of 
“he current belief that the young are run- 
ning everything. Hon. Mr. Stevens finds 
that up to the age of 28 years only half 
of the young men are doing adult work. 
At seventy more than half who have 
reached this age work°or less than half 
have retired because. of incomes or old 
age pensions. ESL aps 

Yet there is no doubt that these are 
“rue figures. Like so many other matters 
of general impression, the current view is 
found after exact analysis to be wrong. 

All this time age has been bearing 
“ye brunt of industry and everybody has 
een giving youth the credit for making 
sich a smashing success of it. Probably 
wow that it is known that older men are 
playing their part, people will blame the 
: elders for everything being wrong, though 
today’s wrong is just as near the truth as 
yesterday’s right. when the young were 
given credit forso much. 

These figures are interesting as prov- 
ing what ought to have been clear, that 
experience does help a man with his work. 
The man of sixty-five or seventy may not 
use 80 much energy in performing - his

Hon. L. P. Pelletier, * 

Postmaster General, Ot'aw: 
My Dear Minister: I have just 
received a letter from the postmas- 
ter of Murray, Ontario, stating that 
a petition is before you asking that 
the name of the place be changed 
As I was 


years filled the position of postmast- 
er, I naturally have considerable 
interest in the matter. I have of- 
ten felt in my own mind that “Mur- 
ray” Was not an appropriate name 


15th February 1825. You no doubt 
have been informed of the reasons 
why the name “The Carrying Place’ 
was given to the isthmus which 
connects the counties of Northum- 
berland and Prince Edward, and 
Hes between the Bay of Quinte and 
what is krfown as Weller’s Bay. 
The latter, even within my recol- 
lection, was landlocked with the 
exception of a narrow channel, but 


the lake began to wash away and 
today the outlet is probably be- 
tween one and two miles wide. I 
have always understood that In the 
early days it was much used as por- 
tage for the reason that it not 
only formed a safer means of com- 
munication between the east and 
the west by avoiding the dangers 
of navigation around the county. 
but was also much shorter. Be 
that as it may, the name ‘The Car- 
rying Place’ is that by which the 
way across this isthmus has for a 
very great many years been known 
and to my mind if you were to ap- 
prove and authorize the change in 
the name of the post office, you 
would only be doing that which 
should have been done before. “The 
Carrying Place" has a distinctive 
place in the history of Upper Can- 
ada, and a post office bearing that 
name could be immediately locat- 
ed by any student of history; while 
on the other hand to such a stud- 
ent the present name means noth- 
ing. Personally I need not assure 
you that the petition has my most 
cordial support, and I feel certain 
that all thg surviving members of 
my family would take the same 
view.
